2. Citations and explanations: 

Claim 17 (in-part) lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Arya et al. (Indian Journal of Chemistry (August 
1972), 10(8), pages 815-819}. 

Arya et al. disclose Compound VIII on page 815, which is the same as the first compound listed in instant claim 17. 
Therefore, claim 1 7 (in-part) lacks novelty. 
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
